JOURNAL is an account of Mr. 
Drury’s first years in Washington, 
as a reporter assigned to the U.S. 
Senate. It covers the years 1943- 
45, and is the day-by-day journal 
of a reporter with sharp eyes, an 
acute ear, and a knack for descrip- 
‘tion and characterization. We sit 
at ring-side for many of the bat- 
tles of those days, the Man-Power 
Conscription bill, — “D’’ day — 
‘and an election year when the is- 
sue of a fourth term was being 
bitterly contended. We watch the 
last months of Roosevelt, with in- 
fluence slipping steadily away, 
and the taking over of Harry Tru- 
man. Bob Taft walks the pages, 
with Barkley, Connelly, and many 
more. This is not an expose’, but 
an honest account of things seen 
and studied by a very keen mind. 
Here and there the author inter- 
polates comments from the van- 
tage point of twenty years later, 
but most of it is just as it seemed 
to him at that time. This is a val- 
uable historical document. 

We do not often review a play 
in these columns, but LORD PEN- 
GO, by Samuel N. Behrman, should 
receive mention. Ten years ago 
Mr. Behrman wrote .a biography 
of the great art dealer, Lord Du- 
veen. The play built around that 
character has been on the New 
York stage this past winter, and 
has now come out in book form. 
We watch this unbelievable man 
as he goes about his business of 
extracting outrageous sums from 
more or less willing victims. The 
play is a delight to read; as it must 
be to see. 

A book that has aroused public 
opinion as no other has in many 
weeks, is Jessica Mitford’s THE 
AMERICAN WAY OF DEATH. 
Skyrocketing to the top of the best 
seller list most unexpectedly, it 
has astonished and thrilled its 
author. A quotation from Oscar 
Wilde could well have been includ- 
ed, ‘It seems I am dying beyond 
my means’’, but Miss Mitford chose 
one from the Funeral Director’s 
association, and it is quite perfect.

The mesquite seems to take the 
prize for digging its way under- 


figround. This rugged desert bush 


is able to push roots through sand 
and gravel to a depth of 100 feet, 
according to research scientists at 
UCLA. A pine root measuring 
four inches in diameter can move 
@ weight of 50 tons! 

In His teachings, Jesus empha- 
sized the importance of roots. In 
His parable of the sower, our Lord 
spoke of seed falling on stony 
ground. ‘Because it had no root, 
it withered away” (Matthew 4:6). 

Curiously enough, St. ‘Mark’s 
gospel repeats this parable — in 
exactly the same words! 

Luke elaborates a little on the 
parable. After explaining that 
the seed is the Word of God, Luke 
states: ‘They on the rock are 
they. which, when they hear, re- 
céive the Word with joy; but these 
have no root, which for a while

The grass has come 
up, the crops are growing like 
weeds, and all the trees as well as 
the shrubs are bright green. The 
monsoons have made this country 
a different world than the one 1 
entered in July. 

Being early in the morning gave 
a chance to see the natives as they 
sleep or go about their morning 
chores. Those who were going 
to the fields, carried the wooden 
plow while driving their buffalo 
to the plot of ground they farm. 
Even though there aren’t old cars 
that need gasoline, there must be 
other foes abroad during the wee 
small hours of the night! Hence, 
he takes no chance of losing his 
much needed possession — the 
plow.
